Washington, Juno 15, Control of
exports was given the government to
day when the senate finally approved
the administration espionage bill with
its embargo chuse. The measure
now sent to the president for his sig-

nature, puts into the hand of the exe-

cutive a weapon by which it is intend-
ed to stop supplies from entering
Germany through neutral countries.

Passage of the bill removes to a
great extent the necessity of the Brit
ish blockade since the United States,
originator of most of the exports that
reach the neutrals, will be in position,
with the aid of British machinery es
tablished during the three years of
war, to see that the countries are sup-
plied with just enough food and ma- -
terialsfor their own needs.
